WOMAN TO DO THE FINER AND DIVINER THINGS,
Of woman 1lfe is born. Man s of woman, The
1ife of the race is the gift of womaun; Is in the
keeping of woman., In Christian times it has
been Ireely accorded to woman to do the finer
and diviner things—things that pertain to the
spirit and character of the race, while man has
accepled the instinet of his sex, and grovelled
in the lower and materinl things. Now, I say,
we are not to be surprised, as maony seem Lo be,
that certain women seek to get rid of these ter-
rible responsibilities, and take to themselves the
ways and works of men, I cannot pass freely
and of good heart into this discassion without
acknowledging that this movement 18 not of the
feminine but of the mascallue instinet. It is
pnfeminine In its ideas, in its methods, and in its
votaries. Women who bave the sense of their
high calling of God; who are thankful to Heaven
every day thal they were born women and not
men; to be the wives and mothera of men their
inspiration and erown of rejoleing, have little
affiliation with their idens, the methods, the vo-
taries of the movement, Those whom the uni-
versal consclousness of humanity deem the typi-
cal and ldeal women are those who Know the
gecret of thelr celestial birth and prerogatives,
and would not come down from the height ot
dignity, repose, and sacrifice, where by their
sex they are uplifted, to take dutles man has
always consented to perform, and give up dignl-
ties which man, by his sex, is natura and
eternally debarred from performing.

THE MASCULINE WOMAN UNFORTUNATE.
When the masculine blas dominates in woman,
that woman chafes at her physical sex, and
would prefer the platform to the nursery. |
impugn no one's motives; I state facts. A
woman 8o fortnoate b[\; birth, inherited tempe-
rament, and moral habitas to maiotain in her
nature the dominance of the feminine guality,
!eesnhlﬁher gphere—duty, influénce In moulding
the intellectual, moral, and social life of her
family, her husband, her children—than could
Pouibly open to her in Senate or on platform; and
f without these natural and normal sarrouad-
ings of the family, she need not be without a
¢ircle of acqualutances where she can find ave-
nues for the exercise of womanly virtues, and
avenues lmpossible to the entrance of man.

TRUE TYPE OF WOMAN,

8o I beg time and attention that I may, with
the spirit and words of admiration and serious
chivalry, assert that the truest women the world
over—iruest in that they are nearest nature —in
that the type of woman is most lncidly before
their eyes—are nol responsible for the grossness
and upseriousness, the uncouth and impatient
ideas and methods of what is known as the
Woman Movement. Certalnly they will not
coneent to be held responsible for the lax,
looge, and what I deem immoral sentiments
we are called upon by Iady lecturers
lo listen to on the matler of ‘Mar-
riage and Divorce.” These women Jectur-
ers rvert history and drag in Christ
and his apostles to sanction what 1= nothing less
than free-loveism, and in Christian ethics and
civil law would be termed licentiousness. I do
not misrepresent. I am too deeply serious in
this discussion to et up men of straw for the
pn;illlaﬂc purpose of knocking them down. Nor
do I mean to play the roleof an alarmist. I have
no intent to use frightful names to seare people
away from a dreéaded truth or meeded roform.

When divorce may come about for
every Incompatibllity of disposition, I
cannot see how the question of time
can affect the morality of the matter. If people

may live together a year, and then separate,
with the sanctlon of the law, why may they not
live together in the sanctity of husband and wife
for a week or day, and then separate with the
approval of conac}cnee, soclely, and God ? And,
in plain words, what is this scheme in its last
analysis, etripped of its flimsy rhetorie, but free
love and libertinism ?

WIFE AND MOTHER FIRST.

11 it is sald that prostitution exists any how, I
must say that I thank God that it is not with the
sanction of the law or the purest men and
women; and may Almighty (God prevent it ever
ghould be! Ireturn from this digression to say
that a true wife and mother is fulfilllng the di-
vinest, because most natural, functions of which
any woman {8 capable. Bhe may wrile a book,
and epeak with power from the platform; but,
if she regard these pertormances as her first
work, as her utmost gift, she I8 either unfortu-
nate In her temperament or basely low in her
estimates. -

WOMAN A THN HIGHEST EXPRESEION OF GOD'S
POWER AND INTELLIGENCE,

The order of crealion gives us woman as the
highest expression of God's power and intelli-
ence. (God made man, and man found himself
ncapable, and lese than a clpher in Limself,
Man bad {nculuea, but none above the plane of
reason, which doomed him to come Lo his con-
clusions by the slow process of logie. Then God
made woman, when the first prineciple of mathe-
matice was annulled—twice oue are two—and
the one and the one became one, as in chemistry,

All the faculties of woman areabove the plane
of logie, not below it. Bhe has fancy
tion, intuitlon. Bhe knows without
knows because she knows; and ber intuition,
after all, holds the Jamp for the timid feet of
reason.

WOMAN'S LOT IMPLIES PECULIAR SACRIFICES,

I concede, without debating the ground, that
woman's lot implies more and more trying sacri-
fices than man's, But in this very element of
sacrifice I find the highest nnd most patent
pledge of woman's equality, nay, superiority,
to man. Bhow me the greatest spirit of sacri-
fice. and I will show you the greatest spirit of
life! Bacrifice is the most God-like textare of
the unlverse,

When a woman puts her heart under the paln
and aches of her iofant, or endures these to
brﬁf it to life; when she watches and waits the
coming of the prodigal child, and stands between
his sin and the fsther's anger, she 18 entering
into the sufferings of ber Lord Christ, and doing
Just what God did and 15 dally doing. 80 [ do
not deny that woman's place is hard. 1 do not
wonder that many are vexed, and chafe. I do
wonder there are no more. I am sure It Is more
difficult to be s good wife than a true husbapd,
and I know there are more true wlves than hus-
bands. Bhame on the men! I will enter, with
all my heart, the ery of indignation agalust ail
brutal men and busbapds. Man knows little of
the vicarious pity and griefs of woman; little of
her broken nights nod weary lmbs: aod he s
brute who would not sbare thess to the outside
ll{n:ilu of his powers, and then he could do bak

ttle.

SBACRIVICE CEBLESTIAL,

But I return to empliasize the higher truth—
that eacrifice s celestial; that there is a balo
about the crown of thorns; that redemption fs
by blood; that peace Is of struggle: that he who
suffers most for others ls most llke the divinest
men, moat like Christ and God, Women who
do not nnderstand this, but ouglit to, who do not
enter into theilr higher life, draw back Jtheir

ILia
advertised to cure all, and will ¢ure nothing., 1
have no great ohjection to a woman depositing
a plece of paper in a poll-box on election day.
This is a small matter, but it I8 the eternal thing
bencath thie, and the Infinite thing above this,
which concern me, The wicked and senseless
thing of which this is born, and to which in turn
it will give bifth: Thedisparagement of woman's
function by right of her sex. The ballot cannot
ennohle woman; it might degrade her. [ am quite
sur e time will tell. ’Phc thing will come about,
perbaps in our time. It may work no harm.
God prevent it should! No possible good can
come of it, I am sure. We already see the way
the wind blows by the etraws. The women
orators, this year, are nenrl?' all pleading for
what? greater purity and strictness in divorce
laws; for greater protection to laboring women:
for the elevation of fallen wemen; or even for
the ballot, that these results may be achieved ?
No. These are not the things these big, barly,
or fussy and declamatory women are talking
about; but marriage and divorce, and they want,
a8 the Irish girl said of the Universalist religion,
“the terms made very easy.” And what is this
but nursing scorpions In thelr bosoms, which
may warm lor a moment and sting to the death!
And this easy-going marringe and divorce can
work omnly barm,
women. And what shall we say of the offspring
of guch people? Have the boye and the girls
of such parcnts no rights? Is no sacrifice to be
made on the part of the mother for them? 1
incline toward the philosophy of the old
axiom:—"*You have made your bed, and must
lie in it.” It is infinitely nobler and diviner for
the woman to bear her griefs, if she is powerless
to reform her huosband's manners, for the sake
of her children, than make them a public shame
l\f\'jdlwrcu, becanse of incompatibility of dispo-
gition.

. MORE 8TRINGENT DIVORCE LAWS,

Instead of making divorce laws more lax, let
them be made more stringent, and perhaps
young people will be less ready and swift in
making matrimonial alliances. 1f it is needfal
to have more divorces to sult the state of socl-
ety, then I should go in for curing the evil by
fewer marrlages and better ones. It is pretty
nearly time that our friends, the lady agitators,
had ceased huddling all men together as brutes
and tyrants. Men don't like to bLe called
sneh hard names, especially by such ladies!
Goethe eays:—'"A noble man is led by womun's
gentle words.” May add: —*' Never
reformed by her scolding and harsh ones ?"
Then, when we hear itinerating married ladies
using such naurht)' words, we sigh and think of
that other saving of the great German's: —*‘He
is happlest, be he king or peasant, who finds
peace in his home.” 'Good men, and no less
good women, have before their eyes, as the
noblest type of womanhood, whic the great
Richter adored: —*‘If the loving, closed heart of
a good woman should open before a man, how
much econtrolled tenderness, how many velled
sacrifices and dumb virtues would he see re-
posing therein "

MAN DIFFERENT, BUT NOT

WOMAN.

A greal folly of the woman movemeni isto
guppoge that man thinks he is superior to
woman. He knows he is different, and belleves
his sphere and duty, for the most part, are dif-
ferent; but only a fool of a man thinks he is
superior. 1f these lerms, equality, superiority,
and Inferlority, must be used, then I, for one,
give in that woman is superior; that is, higher
by pature and in the functions of her life. 1 do
pot know that I ever heard a sensible man dare
asgert higssuperiority to his wife. The man who
succeeds in the world, and leaves to It a great
inheritance of fame or fortune, is he who has a
good and wise wife for his nearest friend and
coursellor.

BALLOT CANNOT AFFECT WAGES,

And, of course, itis a folly to suppose that the
ballot for women can affect wages for women.
Wages cannot be voted up or down. This ques-
tion is, and nlwaiyn will be, one of demand,
supply and efficiency. In this country we do
not want women to laber in the field, or as hod-
carriers, or street-sweepers. We do want them
to enter every occupation where head and heart
are most needed. And as these are fewer
than mapual and menial occupations, there
are more women seeking them, and so wages

SUPERIOR, TO

are comparatively unremunerative. Here
the Federal, 8tate, and municipal gov-
ernments should set the example, and
y women (he same wages as men,
or instapce, when employed as clerks or
teachers, Nor is it less a folly to sup the

ballot for women will affect favorably our
morals. Pray, tell me, how 7 Jean Paul says:
—*The purer the golden vessel, the more read{l ¥
is it bent; the higher worith of women is sooner
lost than that of men.” And this saying all
observation confirms, Womeén are certainly
not less persistent and desperate in their
methods than men. And the sort of women
who are clamoriog for ballots and rights are of
the very type of our men lobbyists, intriguers
ringleaders, sports in politles, adventurers, an
dead bents generally.
WOMAN'S MOVEMENT WILL
LATION.
I moreover belleve it to be a folly to suppose
the woman movement will affect legislation for
the greater protection of the rights of women.

enongh of them already. Women wmay it up
the whole world to their plane of life by the
moet womanly of ways, of which the dear
Schiller s0 grandly rpmhn:-“whh soft, por-
suasive prayers, woman wields the sceptre of
the life which she charmeth: sha Iulls the dis-
cord which roars and glows, teaches the flerce
powers which hale each nt’har, like frienda to
embrace in the bonde of love, and drawe to-

other what are forever fiying asunder., * * *
fonor to women! They twine and weave the
roses of Heaven loto the life of man. It is they
that invite vs in the fascinating bonds of love;
and, concealed in the modest veil of the Graces,
they cherish carefolly the extemal fire of deli-
cate feoling with holy hands.”

BILL OF RIONATS POR WOMEN.

And, finally, I file a bill of rights for women,
The firet is the right to edoeation: the freost
and fullest, and a popular sentiment concerning
it, that sball condemn, as n barbarism, every
college and university that dares to close its
doors against the girls. Not only eduention in
worsted, and muelc, and Chesterfield manners,
but In ciasslea and science; and I believe that in
the coming times the girls will take the prizes
and honors

1 next demand for women the right of each to
be berself, aud follow out freely the biws and
geniue of her nature; to be author, painter
scalptlor, poet, doctor, or lawyer; and I demaad
from wormen respect for the sisters who choose
to be dresemakers and bread-makers, who select
a8 thelr calling shop-keeping or school-teaching.
Men, for the most part, accord them respect
now. i

I ask for women the right to work where
their work will tell best, and man’s would tell
least. Women can redeem this city. Instead of
suffrage conventions, which are only opportu-
pities for short-baired women and long-halred
men to deal In geperalitics, and for ventilating
all sorts of social nuisances, I wonld have women
call conventions to save their sisters from the
luets and depravity of men. I call upon these
reformers, men aud women, to mount the plat-
form, If that not genteclest method is deemed
best, and Jlleml for soclal purity and domestic
feliclty and fidelity. Give over this fiction and
phantasm of the ballot, this ooreality and
shadow, this hazy, clmuiy sentiment, and get
hold on some real, tangible need.

I coneclude by demanding for women the di-
vinest rights of the home. Here let her mould
the life commiited by God to her keeping, and
when it shall come out Into the world from her
ingenious band and Intuitive heart, let it be
pure as crystal. Boys will not ke brutes and
girls will not be drones when the mothers shall
all be priestesses at the highaltar of God. Then
we shall cease to call for rights, and all seek to
do duty.
